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FOBMOBD 

The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of 
a  nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  year  1939  marked,  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  a  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States » 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizations,  commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.    Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  ever  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the  need 
for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  information  at 
considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is 
being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V.  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Economics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official 
Project  65-I-72-I55  of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.    Official  Project 
665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  25  and  27. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.    Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  comolete.

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IOWA  AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICS  -  IOWA  COUNT! 


Iowa  County  was  established  in  1847  from  territory  belonging  to  old  Keo- 
kuk County  and  was  named  for  the  Iowa  River  that  flows  through  the  northern  part 
of  the  county. 

The  first  settler  of  record  was  Edward  Ricard  who  came  in  1837*  Others 
came  in  1844  and  made  claims  where  Homestead  now  stands  and  shortly  afterward 
more  familes  located  along  the  Iowa  River  near  the  present  site  of  Marengo. 
Edward  Ricard  is  credited  with  "building  the  first  house  in  the  county  in  a 
grove  on  Old  Man's  Creek  in  the  south  part  of  the  county. 

The  county  was  organized  as  a  separate  political  unit  in  1847  and  commis- 
sioners appointed  to  locate  the  county-seat  directed  it  he  platted  on  the  Iowa 
River  and  named  Marengo. 

The  Mississippi  and  Missouri  Railroad  was  "built  to  this  place  in  1859 
and  the  town  was  the  terminous  for  several  years,  l/ 

This  county  is  the  home  of  the  Amana  Society — a  German  religious  communal 
colony  that  had  its  beginning  in  Germany  about  the  beginning  of  the  18th  century. 
They  emigrated  to  America  in  1843  and  settled  on  an  8,000  acre  tract  near  Buffalo, 
New  York.    In  1855  they  came  to  Iowa  and  within  seven  years  they  had  established 
six  villages  in  the  county  and  had  purchased  the  town  of  Homestead.     They  are 
now — 193S — a  stock  producing  and  marketing  association  having  about  1,400  mem- 
"bers.  2/ 

Area 

This  county  is  24  miles  each  way  embracing  583  square  miles  or  373*120 
acres,  j}/  of  which  367, 14b  acres  are  listed  as  farm  lands,  h/    There  are  l6 
townships  in  the  county  coinciding  with  the  Congressional  townships.  The 
correction  line  which  lies  along  the  northern  edge  of  Township  ~[&  M  crosses 
this  county  six  miles  from  its  southern  "boundary.    It  ranks  22  in  point  of 
size  in  the  State. 

Topography 

Iowa  County  exhibits  topographic  features  of  considerable  variety.  The 
Iowa  River  enters  the  county  one-half  mile  from  the  northwest  corner,  flows  a 
little  south  of  east  through  a  remarkable  alluvial  plain,  and  leaves  the  county 
about  five  miles  south  of  the  north  east  corner.    The  flood  plain  of  this  river 
is  bordered  on  the  north  and  south  by  loess  covered  hills  rising  from  one  to 
two  hundred  feed  above  the  water  level.    Toward  the  north  these  hills  extend

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"back  from  the  river  plain  from  one  to  three  miles  in  an  irregular  line  of  spurs 
and  ridges  which  may  he  followed  through  Lenox  township.    These  spurs  and  hills 
descend  upon  a  gently  rolling  prairie  stretching  away  to  the  north  "beyond  the 
"borders  of  the  county.    The  loess  hills  south  of  the  river  are  similar  in  most 
respects  to  those  north  of  it,  hut  more  quickly  and  gently  descend  to  the  well 
drained  rolling  prairie  that  forms  the  south  and  western  three-quarters  of  the 
county*  5./ 

CI imate 

The  mean  annual  temperature  for  ten  years  (1930-1939)  was  US,7  degrees.  6/ 
The  rainfall  for  the  thirty-nine  years  hetween  I876  and  1915  averaged  33  »32 
inches  and  the  mean  growing  season  was  l63  days  hetween  the  average  dates  of 
April  27  and  October  12,  (average  of  22  years  1908-1930).  7/ 

Population 

The  State  Census  of  131*7  gave  this  county  a  population  of  1*35*  tile 
next  ten  years  the  growth  was  slow  "but  the  coming  of  the  railroad  seems  to  have 
been  a  strong  factor  influencing  population  growth  for  the  State  Census  of  1859 
shows  an  increase  of  about  100  por  cent  in  three  years.     The  peak  population 
number  was  reached  in  lJOO  but  there  has  been  very  little  recession  since  then.

The  foreign  born  and  native  white  of  foreign  born  or  mixed  parentage  con- 
tent of  Iowa  County  is  5<550  °r  32  per  cent  of  the  total  population.    Those  of 
German  descent  have  the  largest  number— 3 ,03'+ .     The  Irish  have  67O  but  the  other 
nationalities  have  very  small  representations.  12/ 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  nine  cooperative  institutions  operating  in  this  county — 
one  elevator,  two  creameries,  four  livestock  enterprises,  one  petroleum  plant,  and 
one  merchandising  establishment.

As  a  whole  they  had  3>353  members,  of  which  3»099  were  active,  and  3»^35 
persons  did  "business  with  the  nine  concerns.    The  selling  cooperatives  had  a 
"business  volume  of  $1,370,381  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  did  $l66,llb 
worth  of  "business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.    Purchasing  cooperatives  "buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  or  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market 
farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  X'atrons.  13/ 

Fruits 

Apples  have  been  a  leading  fruit  crop  in  the  census  reports  for  the  past 
65  years.    The  peak  year  was  1884  when  68,357  trees  and  a  production  of  39>091 
"bushels  were  reported.    In  later  years  this  record  has  been  greatly  reduced — 
only  16,531  trees  producing  3>H9  bushels  were  enumerated  in  193^»    Eke  year 
1834  was  also  the  top  year  for  grapes — 53  >3-04  bearing  vines  producing  155 » 595 
pounds  were  reported  but  193^  showed  a  decrease  to  14*504  vines  and  a  production 
of  57 1 711  pounds. 

Peaches  showed  a  record  of  10  trees  and  a  production  of  two  bushels  in 
1884  which  had  increased  to  S;l6l  trees  and  25  "busnels  in  1909*    In  193^  there 
were  4,550  trees  bearing  20  bushels.    Pears  were  reported  as  having  1,5^5  trees 
and  a  production  of  7^7  bushels  in  193^»  14/

The  crop  Assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(1)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (k)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  com  hogged  off.    A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes,  only  that  actually  husked.     In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  "by  the  yield  (derived  "by 
dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  summa- 
tions of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.  This  assumes  that  acre- 
age not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  193^  and  193&»  both  poor  crop  years  ,  separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  state  assessors'  office  be- 
cause it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acre- 
ages for  husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different 
and  lower  yield.    This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the 
acreage  not  husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  township  yields 
for  these  two  years  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  on  acreage 
husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked,  only.    The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown  by 
township  with  this  yield  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shown  to 
get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county  summary  table 
figures  for  corn  yield  in  133^  and  193&  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on 
that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multiplied  by  the 
acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields  are  there- 
fore consistent  in  all  years  except  193^  and  I936 .

The  figures  in  this  table  for  the  years  1870-1935  inclusive  have  "been  derived 
from  the  federal  Censuses  for  Iowa.    These  enumerations  have  "been  made  as  of  diff- 
erent dates.    Some  enumerations  were  for  a  base  date  of  January  1,  others  for  a  base 
date  of  April  1,  and  others  for  June  1. 

The  census  enumerations  made  in  1920,  1925  and  1935  were  for  January  1.  Jor 
comparability  the  enumerations  made  for  the  base  dates  of  April  1  and  June  1  were 
adjusted  to  an  equivalent  January  1  base.  This  adjustment  procedure  places  the 
livestock  data  of  the  above  table  on  the  one  inventory  date  of  January  1. 

The  figures  for  1936,  1937,  1938  and  1939  for  all  cattle  and  milk  cows  are  esti- 
mates of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics  of  the  Iowa  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture and  those  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  state  farm  assessor's 
figures. 

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last  four 
years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Table  21  and  comparison 
with  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the  unadjus- 
ted state  farm  assessor's  figures.
